RESOLUTION 

TARIFFS 

New Delhi, the 22nd June 1949 
No . 10- T (2 ) / 49 . — Tho Tariff Board was asked to conduct such enquiries 
as might bo i1cessary to determine , for the purpose of purchase by the 
Central Phosphate Pool, ile ox -works prices of supeiphosphate produced by 
the various factories in the Indian Dominion . The Board , having made in 
vestigations in the matter , has submitted its report . Its recommendations 
at is follows: - - 
(i) " Aliving regard to the present state , of the development of the 

industry , e unit with a onpacity of 5 ,000 tons of superphosphate 

per annum shoulil be considered as an economic unit . 
( ii) In view of the high prices fetched by indigenous bones in foreign 

markets and the fnct that the country can produce all its l oguire 
ments of superphosphate from imported rock phosphate at much 
cheaper rates , the manufacture of superphosphate from rook 

phosphate shoull, in l ulure, be encouraged . 
( iii) I. view of the wide variations in the capacity and the actual pro 

duetion of the different fnctories, it is not practicable to fix a 
c:nifora ex -works price for superphosphate . Different ex -works 
prices should , therefore , be fixed so is neither to inflate the profits 
of low -cost units nor to allow the production of high -cost units to 

buffer , 
(iv ) Having regard to the need for augmenting the production of super 

phospbato as part of the programme for intensifying the " Grow 
More Food Campaign " , the fair ex - factory price of superplios 
phate produced by factories at or near port towns should be 
fixed at Rs. 210 per to.o . To this the actual freight charges on 
sulphur and rock phosphate should be added to determine the 
fair ex- factory prices of factories situated in the interior. The 
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fair ex - factory prices inclusive of transport charges from factory 
tu Kilway station for the various factories ire is follows:

(v ) The fair ex - factory prices specified above should be given effect to 

from the date of operation of the Central Phosphate Pool and 
should remain in force till 80th June , 1960. If, during any balf 
year , the costs of production increase by Rs . 10 /- or more por 
tov oi suporphosphato owing to increase in the cost of sulphur Jr 
rock phosphato, the industry may apply to Government for a 
levision of prices. 1 * case of decrease of cost by Rs. 10 or more , 

Government should review the question . 
(vi) All facilities should be given to superphosphate manufucturers to 

iinporc sulphin and rock phosphate . 


( vii ) The manufaoturers of superphosphate buvo suggested that illi a 

meurs of increasiip tho consumption of superphosphate , the 
allotment of ammoviunı sulphato by the Central Government to 
the I rovincial and Stafe Governments should be made condi. 
tional on the labiar taking a specific proportion of superphosphate, 
un that, in the surront year, at least 10 lbs. of phosphorio 
acid should be abottel with every 30 lbs. of nitrogen , the pro . 
portion of phosphoric acid being increased to 20 lbs. in the next 
two years . We commend this suggestion to the authorities cun 
cerned for their careful consideration . 


(viii) Increased use a superphosphuto depends on its quality and we 

rocommend that the Central Governinent should lay clown speci . 
fcato.is for su : erpliospbate . 
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( ix ) The question of a relucțior in railway rates of sulphur , rock 

phosphete and superphosphate should be considered by the Rail 

way Boord at an early date . 
( x ) Superphosphate factories situated in the interior , which have to 

transport their raw materials from the port , should , as far as 
L Ossiblo , plan their production to meet the demand in that parti 

cular region or zone. 
( xi ) Means have to be revised to avoid delay in payment for super 

phosphate purchused by Government. 
(xii ) In view of the importance of the fertiliser industry and the need for 

educating the cultivators in the use of superphosphate, an 
dvisory Panel consisting of representatives of Government and 

the manufacturers should be set up . " 
2 . Government accept recommendations (i), (i ), ( iv ), (iv), (v ), (vi), (x ), 
( xi) and (xü ). Steps will be taken to implement them . Recommendaticus 
(vii), (viii ) aud ( ix ) are under examination . The attention of the industry is 
juvited to recommendation ( sj.
